The enquiring soul who was’ not 
there missed a treat in the form of a 
debate on the above subject the other 
night at the Socialist Rooms, 622 First 
street, where by the way, visitors are 
heartily welcome almost any hour of 
the day or night 

Mr. Blake undertook to establish 
that Socialism is inevitable, and open- 
ed his case by a formidable, if not 
new, indictment of our modern civiliz- 
ation, 
tics conclusively showing that while 
the capacity for production of com- 
modities has rapidly inereased, is still 
increasing and will continue to cin- 
crease, poverty—the demoralizing, de- 
teriorating poverty of the people, is 
also increasing; and demonstrated the 
necessary connection between the two
